Cornmay be used is 
either a wood or a coal stove without any 
change of grates, and makes steady, hot 
fire. Two busbel of corn in the ear, it is 
ei timated, will keep a comfoitable fire the 
coldest day in winter. Regarding the 
squeamishness sbout burning an article that 
is used for food one writer says pointedly: 
**] would sooner have an acre of corn that 
can be replaced ina single year, than to 
burn an acre of timber that takes years to 
replace, even on the scoreof sentiment.”’
